•'N. A. King, of Boston, one of the 
leading Wood boosters, tried to mend

him: 
‘King, I am through with le o n a rd 
Wood.’ 
“Hamon was elected 
as 
national 
com m ittee chairm an in the March pri­ 
maries. 
He 
ruled 
the 
republican 
state convention at Oklahoma City 
shortly afterw ard. 
T he 
convention 
decided that the Oklahoma delegates 
sent to the republican national con­ 
vention would boost Governor Low ­ 
den of Illinois. 
“At a later conference in room MI4 
at the Blackstone hotel on the night 
before the Chicago convention opened 
Ja k e Hamon was the boss. 
“ Hamon looked square at Lowden

and said: 
F lank, you 
have not got a Chinaman s chance for 
the nomination.

Black rust on spring a heat costs us 
two hundred million dollars a year. 
When black, the spore |«* in its winter 
stag**. Tin* winter spores cannot ger­ 
minate at once, hut lie dormant on 
stubble or straw until spring, then 
they germinate, hut flu*;* cannot di­ 
rectly infect groins or grasses. 
This 
black stage of tin* rust can infect only 
the common barberry (and one or two 
closely related shrubs which are not 
native.) 
It cannot 
maintain 
itself in 
the 
Northern states in the red stage dint­ 
ing the winter and tin* red stage is im­ 
possible unless It passes ti* cup stage 
on the barberry. 
Destroy the common barberry and 
the black stage of the rust becomes 
harmless. 
Ii 
cannot 
infect 
wheat. 
Wheat can Im* Infected only by the red 
or summer stage. Get this clearly In 
your mind. Without the barberry the 
black rust cannot live. With the bar­ 
berry it gets an early start in the 
Spring. 
Therefore we must dig up air the 
barberry, first in the spring whet! 
states and next In all of the other 
states, from which spores can come by 
wind 
or 
from 
grass to grass until 
groin Is reached. 
This will require an appropriation 
of at least five hundred thousand dol­ 
lars a year, which 
is little enough 
when we consider that we are thereby 
saving two hundred millions.

May Copy Roosevelt. 
llardiug, being a newspaper man, 
may possibly take a leaf out of the 
Roosevelt book. 
As a newspaper pro­ 
prietor and editor, lie has a realizing 
sense that the pages of Ids own jour­ 
nal were quickened by the tendency 
of Roosevelt to say things to the peo­ 
ple on any occasion when he thought 
lie had something of real news value.
